Pope Pius Asks 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—(P)— 
Praying that this may be the 
last war Christmas and that a 
truly Christian peace may be 
celebrated in the coming year, 
Pope Pius today called for the 
world’s responsible leaders to 
check the instincts of hate and 
vengeance and give rise to “the 
resplendent dawn of a new spirit 
of world union.” 

Raising his voice to a vibrant 
ring in outlining ‘the principles 
for a peace program,” the Pontiff 
called for «a “normal measure of 
power,” sanctions, and “the em- 
ployment of force” to achieve 
and maintain peace, but he warn- 
ed that true peace “can never be 
a harsh imposition supported by 
arms” alone, 

“An hour like the present—so 
full of possibilities for vast 
beneficient progress, no less than 
for fatal defects and blunders— 
has perhaps never been seen in 
the history of mankind” said the 
Holy Father, who spoke on 
Christmas even from the bay- 
onet-circled Vatican where he 
has been isolated except by ra- 
dio from the 300,000,000 Cath- 
olics of the world since the Ger- 
mans occupied Rome in Septem- 
ber. 


ENGLISH TRANSLATION 


The 35-minute address was de- 
livered in Italian, but an official 
English language translation 
later was made available. 

“A true peace is not the math- 
ematical result of a proportion 
of forces, but in its last and deep- 
est meaning is a moral and ju- 
dicial process,” said the Pope, 
speaking out of what he called 
the “abysmal ruins of this ter- 
rible war.” 

“Peace is not in fact, achieved 
without the employment of 
force, and its very existence 
needs. the surport of a normal 
measure of power. But the real 
function of this force, if it is to 
be morally correct, should con- 
sist in protecting and defending, 
and not in lessening or suppress- 
ing rights.” 

CALLS FOR CONCORD 

Peace programs, he _  con- 
tinued, “should have as their su- 
preme purpose nothing less than 
the task of securing agreement 
and concord between the war- 
ring nations—an achievement 
which may leave with every na- 
tion, in the consciousness of its 
duty to unite with the rest of

JERUSALEM, Dec. 24.—()— 
Bethlehem, the birthplace of 
Christ, and Jerusalem sparkled 
with candlelight from 10,000 


windows tonight as the British 
lifted blackout restrictions for 
the first lighted Christmas Eve 
in four years of war. 

The day’s program included a 
pontifical procession at mid- 
night to the grotto where Jesus 
Christ was born and celebration 
of a special mass. The little ham- 
let of Bethlehem lies six miles 
away across the Judean hills. 


“WAY OF PAIN” TOUR 


Military uniforms were thick 
on the streets and many Ameri- 
cans from near-by stations in 
Iran, Egypt, Syria and other 
parts of Africa were here for the 
holiday. Among the Americans 
were Major General Ralph 
Royce, commander of. American 
forces in the Middle East, and 
Brigadier General Gilbert 
Cheves, his chief of staff. They 
brought an enlisted man’s choir 
of 60 to sing in world-wide broad- 
casts Christmas night. 

Christmas is different in this 
Holy Land: There are no col- 
ored lights, no Santa Clauses nor 
holly. 

Many of the visitors toured 
the “way of pain” beginning at 
the Praetorium where Jesus was 
sentenced to the cross by Pon- 
tius Pilate and ending at Gol- 
gotha where he died. Many 
thronged the Garden of Gethse- 
mane where he _ waled in his 
agony. 

Some followed the old Roman 
road to Bethlehem where they 
touched the large silver star 
which marks the exact site of 
the birth. Many of the Anjferi- 
cans were armed with newly 
bought Bibles and studied the 
scriptures as never before. 
YULE TREES CUT 

Guides talked _ themselves 
hoarse before groups of soldiers 
as Scots, British, New Zealand- 
ers and other Dominion troops 
joined American comrades. So 
crowded was the area that many 
had difficulty obtaining lodgings 
and all hotels not out of bounds 
were solidly booked. 

There were reminders of the 
Christmas celebration as Amer- 
icans know it.

Factual Report 

President Roosevelt's radio address to the 
world, of yesterday, proved to be a coldly fact- 
ual reporter’s account of the war situation and 
the recent conferences at Cairo and Teheran. 
It was remarkable for its lack of flamboyance 
and color, 

Yet it was, undoubtedly, the type of report 
the nation wanted to hear. For the public, 
generally, has grown tired of indefiniteness in 
regard to war reports and welcomes factual 
statements that contain real information. | 

The President’s report was packed with 
such information. / 

Beginning with the announcement of the 
Appointment of General Dwight Eisenhower 
to supreme command of the new attacks upon 
Germanized Europe, the President told how 
Marshal Stalin, Prime Minister Churchill and 
he had agreed fully on the plans for the joint 
strategy of the war in Europe during the 
coming months. 

The overall picture of that strategy is clear- 
ly seen in his words: 

“The Russian army will continue its stern 
offensives on German’s eastern front, the Allied 
armies in Italy and Africa will bring relentless 
pressure on Germany from the south, and now 
the encirclement will b: complete as great 
American and British forces attack from other 
points of the compass.” 

In these words is found the promise of 


an assault upon a common enemy immeasur- - 


ably greater than anything man has visioned in 
the past. That the common enemy faces in- 
evitable defeat is plain. 

As to Japan, he spoke of tremendous new 
blows coming in “the not too far distant 
future,” and voiced his confidence that Gen; 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek had been given 
“positive assurance of total victory over our 
common enemy (Japan).” 

There was a note, too, of solemn warning, 
predicting large casualty lists. “There is no 
easy road to victory, the end is not yet in 
sight.” 

All in all it was a heartening; yet a solemn 
report Roosevelt made to Americans and their 
allies all over the world. Yet it carried a tone 
01 assurance and a calm atmosphere of stern 
determination on the carrying through of a 
program which.must be followed to its planned 


écompletion if there is to be reasonable hope 


for that greater victory, a world secure against 
future war, which must be achieved after the 
gunfire is silenced. 

In the words the President used in ending 
his historic speech: 

“God bless us all. God keep us strong in 
our faith that we fight for a better day for 
human kind—here and everywhere.”

BOB SHERROD’S STORY WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—After 
going through the battle of Tara- 
wa, bloodiest in the history of the Marine Corps, Bob Sherrod, the 
Bainbridge, Ga., boy who has been covering the war in the Pacifie 
for Time magazine, has brought back a story which should carry @ 
telling lesson to American labor and other or- 
ganized pressure groups now threatening disaster 

on the home front. 

It is the story of what our men in fox holes 
on the fighting front think of the happenings 
back home. 

They are amazed, he says, at the strikes and 
threats of strikes that are besetting the war pro- 
gram. They are dumbfounded at the selfishness 
of individual pressure groups which are willing 
to take a chance on ruining the nation’s domestic 
economy by demanding a.higher price for the 
products they sell when the consequences may 
be inflation. 

Sherrod, just back from the Pacific theater, 
gave a graphic account of our fighting men’s 
reactions to these disturbances in a talk the other 
day before the National Press Club. 

To a man being paid $50 a month for offer- 
ing up his life for his country, it is utterly inconceivable, he says, 
that strikes should be tolerated back home from workers engaged 
in lucrative employment and spending comfortable lives free from 
the immediate dangers of war. 

It is likewise beyond the capacity of our fighting men to under 
stand how pressure groups can be demanding a higher return for 
their products when fhey, our fighting men, are giving everything 
for the common cause. 

None of it makes sense to the men on the battlefronts. 
make sense here, either. 

But somehow the man who comes face to face with death thinks 
of things in terms of greater realities than those of us who are left 
behind on the home front. He considers them in their true values. 


FIGHTING MAN FIGHTING MAD 


It doesn't 


The American fighting 
man is fighting mad 
‘over the conduct of labor—some segments of labor—and other or- 
ganized groups—some pressure groups—in seeking to exploit the 
war for all that it is worth to them. A man making $50 a month 
with his life constantly in danger has a right to feel that way. 

If Sherrod’s appraisal of the situation is correct—and no one 
has had a better opportunity than he to judge—labor has set itself 
back at least ten years by the strikes and threats of strikes that 
have marred the war program. Not all labor, of course, but those 
elements which have been responsible. 

To show the temper of our men, he told of a conversation with 
a group of Marines in a fox hole on Tarawa during the early stazes 
of the battle over that island. Japanese machinegun and. sniper 
bullets were continually whistling overhead. No man dared raise 
his helmet above the level of the ground. 

The men were talking about conditions on the home front. While 
the bullets were coming the thickest, one of the Marines turned to 
Sherrod and said: “I wish John L. Lewis could be here to hear 
those bullets sing. There wouldn't be any more coal strikes. He 
would understand what we are up against.” 

Another Marine spoke up: “Lewis wouldn't be able to under- 
stand for long. I would put a bullet through him myself before 
he had been in this fox hole more than two minutes.’ 

Sherrod says they all feel the same way about it. Our fighting 
men just can’t understand why these and other grasping demands 
are allowed to arise back home. And when they get back—those 
of them who do-come back—they may be expected to have a gneat 
deal to say about it all. 

While they are fighting to save the country from savage enemies, 
selfish interests of the country are fighting among themselves to 
see who can get the most out of the war. 


NO PATRIOTISM THERE There isn’t much patriotism in 
that. It shouldn't take a soldier 


sitting beneath the whistling bullets of a Japanese or German ma- 
chinegun to figure it out. But evidently they sense the sinister 
selfishness of it all far better than those of us on the home front. 


If the American people had half the feeling in the matter that 
our tighting me do, we would not tolerate such performances for 
a minute. Public indignation would arise in its might and squeich 
the disturbers overnight. 


There can be little doubt that the Brotherhood of Railway Work- 
ers will find themselves in a light no less envious than that which 
enveloped Lewis and his mine workers, if the present threatened 
strike ties up the vital transportation system of the country. 


Needless to say, Bob Sherrod feels much the same way about 
it as our soldiers and Marines whom he has followed in action. He 
is entitled to speak as a real soldier himself, since he went through 
the worst of the fighting at Tarawa.

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—()—Albert C. McArthur, president of the 
American Bataan Clan, today urged the full story of Bataan be 
told to the nation, saying “someone in Washington made a costly 
mistake and wants to forget all about it.” 

McArthur said his organization, consisting of 400 midwesterners 
whose sons fought on the Bataan peninsula, declared there existed 
LUnersecre a policy which demanded silence from those returned from the 
Philippines, 

He cited the case of Lieutenant Colonel William E. Dyess, Army 
Air Force hero of the Philippine campaign, who was killed Wednes- 
day in a plane crash at Burbank, Cal. Lieutenant Colonel Dyess 
escaped from a Japanese prison camp and made his way back to 
the United States. 

McArthur said Dyess, instead of being greeted in Washington 
as a war hero, received a “strange reception,” and was told that 
he “knew too much” and was cautioned against telling his story 
for publication. 

McArthur added: “Our thought is that Washington officials and 
brass hats made one big mistake at Bataan—we don’t know what— 
whether or not it was failure to furnish ample equipment to the 
bovs there, but they want to forget the whole thing, and want the 
nation to forget Bataan. And we won't do it.” 

The nucleus of the American Bataan Clan is 150 parents of May- 
wood, Ill., boys who were in the 192nd Tank Battalion on Bataan.

War Increasing Bible Reading

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 24.—/| 


One notable effect of the war has 
been to increase reading of the 
Bible among the young people of 
America more than among any 
ther age group. 


A nation-wide survey of Bible} 
reading habits has just been com- | 
pleted by the Institute at the sug- | 


gestion of the American Bible! 
Society. A similar survey was 
conducted one year ago, and a 
comparison of the effects that war 
has had on popular interest in the 
Bible. 
HIGHLIGHTS OF SURVEY 

Highlights of the survey are: 

Whereas a year ago only 48 per 
cent of all civilians between the 
ages of 21 and 29 had read the 
Bible at any time during the pre- 
vious twelve months, today the 
proportion is considerably higher 
—57 per cent. 

Readership of the Bible grows 
more frequent as people become 
older. Of those between 30 and 
49 years of age, 60 per cent have 
read the Bible within the past 
year; of those 50 years old or 
more, 71 per cent. The latter age | 
groups have shown no increase in

Spaatz Appointment Divides 
U.S. 8th Air Force Into 2 Parts 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(#)— 
The designation of Lieutenant 
General Carl Spaatz to command 
all American strategic bombing of 
Germany apparently presages di- 
vision of the United States Eighth 
Air Force in Britain into strategic 
and tactical elements, following 
the tried and successful pattern 
used by the Allied airmen in the 
Mediterranean. 

The strategic air force is direct- 
ed at long-range objectives far 
behind the enemy’s lines, such as 
factories, rail junctions, power fa- 
cilities and similar targets vital 
to the enemy’s overall ability to 
wage war. 


The tactical air force flies 
against immediate combat obdbjec- 
tives, including bombing and 
strafing of enemy troops, attacks 
on supply trains, communication 
facilities, troop concentration, 
close air fields, supply dumps and 
other enemy installations and 
movements in or near the battlé 
area. Both forces operate under 
the theater commander, but inde- 
pendent of the ground command- 
ers. 


To date, most of the Eighth Air 
Force’s work has been strategic. 


The announcement of Spaatz’s 
appointment was made today by 
President Roosevelt in the same 
speech which disclosed the selec- 
tion of General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as commander in chief for 
the Anglo-American invasion.

this program will be taken into 
consideration in judging whether 
their past conduct should be for- 


-given. It is hoped that the con- 


duct of all prisoners will not only 
give the benefit of the above pro- 
gram, but also the benefit of any 
extra good time allowance which 
may be put into effect hereafter,” 
Moore said. 

Details of the extra good time 
allowance to begin January 1 in 
all prisons were included in an- 
other poster. This will be in ad- 
dition to the good time allowance 
now permitted under law. 
EXTRA TIME SCHEDULE 

Rate of extra good time will be 
at the following rate: 

Four days monthly for the first 
year. 

Five days monthly for the sec- 
ond year. 

Six days monthly for each suc- 
ceeding year. 

Extra good time will be cred- 
ited monthly as earned. A satis- 
factory prison record, including 
work and conduct, is necessary to 
receive such credit. 

“The director may make such 
other and further special allow- 
ances of extra good time in in- 
dividual cases as in his judgment, 
after investigation, are merited by 
special service or circumstance,” 
Moore continued. 

The director pointed out that 
these extra good time allowances 
have nothing to do with, and are 
not intended to alter, the court 
sentences in any way, nor have 
they anything to do with the mat- 
ter of parole or commutation. 


TO ENCOURAGE MEN 


Rather, they are being provided 
for the purpose of encouraging 
prisoners to rehabilitate them- 
selves, and thereby earn the right 
to readjustment in free life. On 
the other hand, such allowances 
may be forfeited subsequently for 
misconduct, or other good and suf- 
ficient cause, on the same basis 
as regular statutory good time, 
Moore added, 

The pardon and parole board 
and department of corrections 
yesterday issued an announcement 
of a joint policy. The policy stated 
that the pardon and parole board 
has exclusive jurisdiction of re- 
leasing prisoners through paroles 
or pardons, and that the depart- 
ment of corrections will not make 
any recommendations in the mat- 
ter of parole. 

PROCEDURE 

However, the department of 
corrections will bring to the at- 
tention of the parole board the 
case of any individual in which 
there appears circumstances or 
conditions which would merit the 
special attention of the parole 
board. The parole board will give 
careful consideration to all such 
information, but the prison record 
is only one of a number of ele- 
ments which must be considered 
in determining action to be taken 
on parole. 

The policy was announced, it 
was learned, after many prisoners 
had applied to the department of 
corrections for paroles or recom- 
mendations for paroles. Prior to 
establishment of the parole board, 
the old state prison and parole 
board handled both prison man- 
agement and paroles.

‘Ike, at 53, Finds Past Duties 
Only ‘Warm Up’ for New Post 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(#)— 
In giving General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower the job of opening 
new fronts against Germany, 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill have put it in 
the hands of the soldier who in all 
history has had the most experi- 
ence in directing vast, combined 
land, sea and air operations. 

For Eisenhower, the successive 
amphibious operations against 
North Africa, Sicily and Italy now 
become “warm-up” operations for 
his supreme test as a strategist 
and tactician. 

He takes on the task at 53 with 
a record for careful planning 
which has won success in every 
major move in the Mediterranean 
theater. 


MARSHALL TO KEEP POST 

With announcement of the se- 
lection of Eisenhower as invasion 
commander, the presumption in 
Washington is that General George 
C. Marshall will continue as Army 
chief of staff here. 


Appointment of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Carl D. Spaatz to command 
all strategic air forces operating 
against Germany means he and 
Eisenhower will continue as a 
team. He was commander of 
Northwest African Air Forces un- 
der Fisenhower. 

Presumably, one of Spaatz’ tasks 
now will be to co-ordinate air 
blows against the enemy from 
England and from the Mediter- 
ranean area. 


A 52-year-old native of Pennsy]- 
vania, Spaatz was graduated from 
West Point in 1914. Like Eisen- 
hower, he is an exponent of care- 
ful planning to bring overwhelm- 
ing force against the enemy. 

Air forces, he once said, can de- 
stroy any barrier against advance, 
but application of this principle 
must never be started until the 
Ng in hand is adequate to the 

ob. 
“TIRELESS” IKE 

If fellow officers could use only 
one adjective to describe General 
Eisenhower it probably would be 
“tireless.” He works long hour“, 
expects the same of his associates, 
and has a capacity for thorough- 
ness in grasping every detail of a 
campaign which astonishes others. 

One of the few orders General 
Marshall has given him since 
Eisenhower took command in the 
Mediterranean was not to work so 


hard. He told him, so the report 
goes, that he expected him to take 
a little time off every day or so 
for rest and recreation. 

Eisenhower sold himself * to 
Churchill when, as a major gen- 
eral, he went to England in mid- 
1942 as commander of United 
States Army forces in the Euro- 
pean theater. 

From Ejisenhower’s reputation, 
it seemes a safe accumption that 
when the day comes to invade 
Europe the Germans will be hit 
with every force he can throw 
against them. 

BASEBALL PHILOSOPHY 

He onte summed up his philos- 
ophy of war in baseball terms: 

“You can’t hit a home run by 
bunting. You have to step up 
there and take your full cut at 
the ball,” 

He has full right to use base. 
ball parlance. Playing as a pro- 
fessional helped pay his schooling 
nee he entered West Point in 
1911. 

West Point, incidentally, was 
second choice. He wanted to go 
to the Naval Academy and got 
an appointment there, but at the 
last moment it developed that he 
was over the age limit of 20. So 
he switched to West Point. 

Eisenhower's background be- 
fore the present conflict came 
along includes training of Amer- 
ican tank forces during World 
War I (he never got overseas) and 
a tour of duty as aide to General 
Douglas MacArthur when ‘the lat- 
ter was military adviser to the 
Philippine government, 
WORKED OUT DETAILS 

In those days he worked out de- 
tails on the military plans which 
MacArthur carried out when the 
Japanese invaded—the retreat 
into Bataan for the stand to await 
the help which, it turned out, 
could not be sent. 

Eisenhower was only a leuten- 
ant colonel in the Regular Army 


when Pearl Harbor plunged this/y 


country into the war, but has 
since been advanced to the regu- 
lar rank of major general. His 
rank as a full general is a tem- 
porary, wartime one. 

Of Pennsylvania Dutch stock, 
Eisenhower is a Kansan. Mrs. 
Eisenhower is living in Washing- 
ton for the duration. They have 
a son, John, a recent graduate of 
West Point. 


Eisenhower Choice Emphasizes 


Dominant Role 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(#)— 
The shift in plans that put General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in com- 


mand of the all-out onslaught 
against Germany instead of Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall, as origi- 
nally slated, today emphasized the 
new and pre-eminent role assigned 
Marshall in mapping global strat- 
egy. 

As a result of the military de- 
cisions reached at Teheran with 
Marshal Stalin, close co-ordination 
of the Russian with the Anglo- 
American victory assaults on Ger- 
many has become possible, That 
has necessitated General Mar- 
shall’s retention of his present post 
in Washington, not only as Ameri- 
can Army chief of staff, but as the 
dominant figure on the Anglo- 
American chiefs of staff commit- 
tee, It is either through that Brit- 
ish- American super-staff or 
through some possible joint Rus- 
sian-Allied staff yet to be created 
that directives to govern the tim- 
ing and scope of the three-way 
attack on Germany will come, 
GLOBAL IN RANGE 

Eisenhower's selection as su- 
preme commander ‘of the British 
and American forces in the Euro- 
pean theater, announced today by 
President Roosevelt, stems from 
the fact that the Teheran agree- 
ments with Russia intensified the 
importance of the British-Ameri- 
can joint staff. It exercises control 
over Allied military priorities for 
all war theaters. It is the Allied 
agency from which flow the direc- 
tives not only for the war in Eu-

rope but for the war against Ja- 
pan. It allots planes, tanks, guns 
and equipment of all kinds as well 
as troops to the fiekd commanders 
for execution of those directives. 

Mr. Roosevelt stressed this im- 
portance in his broadcast refer- 
ences to General Marshall and 
Admiral King, “who direct all of 
our armed might throughout the 
world,” 


BATTLE DATE-MAKERS 

“Upon them,” the President said, 
“falls the great responsibility of 
planning the strategy and deter- 
mining wheh and where we shall 
fight. Both of these men have 
already gained high places in 
American history, which will re- 
cord many evidences of their mili- 
tary genius that cannot be pub- 
lished today.” 

That makes it obvious that Mar- 
shall’s future war role is to be 
even greater than was contemplat- 
ed at Quebec where his assign- 
ment of the over-all European 
command now entrusted to Eisen- 
hower was decided. The Quebec 
plan contemplated ultimate desig- 
nation of Marshall as Allied field 
commander-in-chief for the whole 
British-American war effort. 

With intimate military co-op- 
eration with Russia now achieved, 
however, Marshall cannot be 
spared from his present duties 
even for so unprecedented a field 
command as that to which Eisen- 
hower has been elevated. Nor is 
it to be doubted that Eisenhower’s 
appointment in his own stead was 
agreed upon with Marshall’s full 
approval if not by his nomination, 


Roosevelt Speech Highlights 


By The Associated Press, 

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Dec. 24.— 
()—Highlights of President 
Roosevelt's world-wide broadcast 
today were: 

On Christmas Eve this year—I 
can say to you that at least we 
may look forward into the future 
with real, substantial confidence 


that, however great the cost, 
“peace on earth, good will toward 
men,” can be and will be realized. 

I met in the Generalissimo 
(Chiang Kai-shek) a man of great 
vision and great courage, and re- 
markably keen understanding of 
the problems of today and tomor- 
row. We discussed all the mani- 
fold military plans for striking at 
Japan with decisive force from 
many directions, and I believe I 
can say that he returned to Chung- 
king with the positive assurance 
of total victory over our common 
enemy. 

During the last two days at Te- 
heran, Marshal Stalin, Mr. Church- 
ill and I looked ahead to the days 
and months and years which will 
follow Germany's defeat. We were 
united in determination that Ger- 
many must be stripped of her mil- 
itary might and be given no op- 
portunity within the foreseeable 
future to regain that might. 

The United Nations have no in- 
tention to enslave the German 
people. We wish them to have a 
normal chance to develop, in 
peace, as useful and respectable 
members of the European family. 


We did discuss international re- 
lationships from the point of view 
of big, broad objectives, rather 
than details. 
even today that I do not think 
any insoluble differences will arise 
among Russia, Great Britain and 


‘|the United States. 


The doctrine that the strong 
shall dominate the weak is the 
doctrine of our enemies—and we 
shall reject it. 

But at the same time, we are 
agreed that if force is necessary to 
keep international peace, interna- 
tional force will be applied—for as 
long as it may be necessary. 


But... I can say),, 


To the members of our armed 
forces, to their wives, mothers and 
fathers, I want to affirm the great 
faith and confidence we have in 
General Marshall and Admiral 
King who direct all of our armed 
might throughout the world... . 
Both of these men have already 
gained high places in American 
history, which will record many 
evidences of their military genius 
that cannot be published today. 


The war is now reaching the 
stage where we shall have to look 
forward to large casualty lists— 
dead, wounded and missing. 

War entails just that. There is 
no easy road to victory. And the 
end is not yet in sight. 


God bless us all. God keep us 
strong in our faith that we fight 
for a better day for humankind— 
here and everywhere.

Pounding Japs 


ADVANCED ~~ 
QUARTERS, New Guinea, Satur- 
day, Dec. 25.—(4)—The total ton- 
nage of bombs dropped on hard- 
hit Cape Gloucester on the west- 
ern tip of invaded New Britain 
since December 1 was raised to 
2,500: tons today by Allied airmen 
who dropped 300 tons in their lat- 
est raid. 

The Japanese-held sector, less 
than 100 miles across the Dampier 
Straits from New Guinea, was 
blasted by American flyers of the 
Fifth Air Force in a continuation 
of the daily air attacks which may 
be the build-up for a new Allied 
invasion. 

On New Guinea, Australian 
forces are pushing Japanese de- 
fenders northward toward Wan- 
douai, 20 miles up the coast from 
Finschhafen. 

General MacArthur’s Christmas 
Day communique also said tor-

the Japanese airdrome at Bonis 
on Bougainville, and Sahana Is- 
land+just off the coast of the last 
major enemy stronghold in the 
Solomon Islands. 

From Admiral Chester W. Nim- 
itz, commander-in-chief of the Pa- 
cific fleet, came word of three ad- 
ditional bombings on the Marshall 
Islands of Kwajalein and Mili, 
with two enemy cargo ships plas- 
tered near Kwajalein and three 
enemy planes shot down.

The U. S. S. Eugene E. Elmore, 
named for a Georgian who died 
in the sinking of the Cruiser 
Quincy in battle, was added to 
the fleet today. 

A destroyer escort vessel, the 
Elmore was christened yesterday 
at the Fore river shipyard of 
Bethlehem Steel Company. Named 
in honor of Lieutenant Command- 
er Eugene E. Elmore, native of 
Americus, Ga., the vessel was 
sponsored by Commander El- 
more’s widow, Mrs, Marie L. El- 
more, of York, Pa.

General Dwight Eisenhower de-

Labor Is Urged 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24 ne RS 
Joseph Curran, president of the 
CIO National Maritime Union, 
said in a pamphlet today that “the 
fight on the picket line is not 
enough—we must go into politics.” 

“Politics, to be perfectly frank 
and simple about it, is our bread 
and butter,” he said in a publi- 
cation, “Pork Chops and Poli- 
tics,” distributed to members by 
the education department of the 
NMU.

‘Coast Guard. Application forms 
may be obtained from hospitals, 
local Red Cross chapter and pub- 
lic health agencies.
